with drays drav.-p. by span^ of horses, 
Instead of by hor.fi truck:-, as is the 
present custom. This change is neces- 
sitated by the fact thar. the amount 
of trunks and basgnse to handle daily 
has become s-? rrreal th:u it is beyond 
the pov.-er of the men and trucks to 
handle it. 


It is the intention, of the Southern 


Pacific Company to drive the 
dray 
right alongside of 
tho baggage 
car 


when it arrive:- at the mole and load 
the trunks u;i.,n it. 
Then the dray 


will be hauled by the horses on the 
ferry and the \vhole taken across to 
San Francisco, \vhere the drays \vill 
be driven into the baggage room nt 
the ferry station and here the bag- 
gage unloaded. 


Thus 
considerable 
delay will 
be 
avoided. At present the 
trunks are 
loaded on a hand truck and this 
is 
taken by a half-dozen men onto the 
ferry boat with but few trunks on it. 
The work is very slow a.nd the pas- 
sengers are delayed while waiting for 
the trunks ;o be taken aboard. It is 
the same when the ferry Sands at the 
San Francisco side. Here the pr.ssen- 
gera are obliged to

many trucks are taker, off before they 
are allowed to get aboard.

'the team to take a dray load of bag- 
ga.ge across the tny ami then, by un- 
ottachlng the pole, hitch the horses to 
another dray that has been loaded with 
baggage for the Kast. 
Teamster Jack Smith, who at present 
Is the hostler at the West 
Oakland 
yards will be in charge of the new 
department as regards the teams.

by the new system, as many mom 
•will be employed to handle the teams 
and drays.

"It would be a serious mistake to 


eliminate concerted attack," says Dr. 
Williams. 
"To do so would be to de- 


prive the game of its distinctive char- 
acter and to seriously impair, if 
not 


ruin It. The outcry about brutality is 
much exaggerated. 
The present regu- 


lations reduce the chance of slugging 
or roughing 
to 
a minimum. 
The 


brutality is in the man not in 
the 


rules. If a player wants to be brutal 
he will be in any style of attack. 
• "The American game would soon de- 
generate into something similar to the 
English game if the rules should be 
changed. 
English football is only a. 


preparatory game, not calling for the 
strategic skill 
the 
Americans have 


gradually developed. In the American 
game weight and strength are not the 
sole requisites. 
Never 
before were 


speed, agility and the power of q.uick 
thought so essential, to the successful 
player. 
OCten a lighter player is pre- 


ferred to a heavier one, because he is 
less clumsy, keeps his feet better and 
is quicker to profit by openings in the, 
opposing defense." 


Dr. Williams does not believe, that 


this agitation will result in any change 
in the rules. 
There , has' been 
no 


marked increase in fataltles, he says, 
and he thinks he-Is warranted in say- 
ing- that the only players who (ret scr- 


i iously hurt are members of smaller 
! college elevens, who have not receive;! 
the proper training, and hence, are not 


j able to stand the severities of 
the 


ga me. 
It is absurd, in his opinion, to 
as- 


sume that the authorities of the vari- 
ous universities could successfully re- 


. vise the rules, for they are men who 


• know little about football a n d , what 


j they say Is mostly hearsay. 
He s.-iys

The president of the 
association has appointed committees to 
prepare the diplomas which are to reward 
house servants who have worked faith- 
fully and efllclently lor one year In oiw 
household. But households are many and 
servants comparatively few; and the val- 
ue of the sheepskin remains to be proved. 
The National Housewives are willing to 
do much for their maids. Dr. Mary Sey- 
mour, first vice-president, proposes that 
the association build a "servants' home" 
to be used as a club by unemployed maids 
and a hospital for sick maids. As the as- 
sociation has solemnly banned the word 
"servant" and substituted "maid" for It, 
tho expression "servants' home" Is Inad- 
tr.issn.ble and would sound harsh In the 
oars ot the graduate or undergraduate 
maids. As Miss Jane Addams says, hos- 
pitals 
are 
plentiful 
In 
Chicago. She 


might have added that woman's clubs 
past number a.re there already. If the 
diploma plan succeeds, the 
maids 
will 


have their .university clubs, so to speak;

will found university settlements for the 
improvement of the housewives or "mat- 
rons." as the technical language of the 
association hath It.

There Is an old recipe beflnulDf-"First | 


catch your hare," which Is. a reasonable ' 
enough direction to apply to more thing* 
than a rabbit stew. The process of nutrition 
begins and ends in the earth, and half the 
struggle of life is a struggle to* catch the 
hare. Every step of the way, from the 
chemical workshop of the earth's surface to 
that marvelous combination of muscular 
power and intellectual energy which we call 
man. Is a part of the process of nutrition. 
Foot] ia the controlling factor of life, the. 
largest passive factor In the development 
of the individual, and his life is molded and 
modified by his method of obtaining hla 
food supply. The human anliuiil is affected 
hy hfs environment—climate affects him, 
weather affects him—but he Is formed by 
the food he eats. 


Whatever our vocation in life, in whatever 


way we are called to <lo our part In the 
world's play, not'hiug is of more importance 
thiin that we should be physically and men- 
tally equal to the daily task. Farmers long 
ago learned that to produce quality in stock 
animals must be properly fed. A well fed, 
that is, a properly fed, horse can do twice 
the work of an underfed or an overfed one. 
1'roperly fed cows produce a, larger quantity 
as well as a better quality of milk. Pigs, 
geese, ducks nnd chickens all have certain 
foods which, under given conditions, arc 
known to produce the best pork and the best 
poultry.

MYRIADS OF WIRES. 


The Bncon block was hedged about 
with a cordon of wires—telephone, guy. 
trolley, electric light, messenger service 
and power wires. These caused an un- 
told amount of annoyance to 
the 
fire- 
fighters and niso endangered their lives. 
But- the men seemed oblivious to the 
personal risk they 
were 
running 
and 


worked with a will which evoked hearty 
commendation from the crowd. 


CURRENTS CUT OFF. 


For the purpose, however, of reducing 
that risk to the minimum the several 
electric companies shut off their respec- 
tive currents. 
This, of course, exit 
off 
the telephone, light and pcwer wires In 
that district and for that reason, business 
may be said to have come to a stand- 
still whllB the fire was in progress m that 
neighborhood. 
Street cars were stalled by hose laid 
across the tracks and travel was Inter- 
fered with until about S o'clock In 
the 
evening, save where transfers could be 
made from some cars on Broadway from 
below the hose lines to cars

the 
northern side which ran Into the resi- 
dence districts. 


TEARING DOWN. 


When the fire had been gotten under 


control. Chief Ball ordered torn down 
a number of the overhanging pieces of 
wall which menaced life and limb and 
this work of dismantling was accom- 
panied with heavy dull crashes as the 
material struck upon the walk or was 
engulfed in. the ruin within the walls. 


INJURIES. 


During this work a number ot fire- 


men and wire men.had narrow escapes

There 
was nothing saved of this collectlon'of 
a life time and a very reasonable esti- 
mate of Its value is $20,000, but the in- 
trinsic .value to the family of course 
can not be estimated.

ienced by Smith Brothers over the de- 
struction of their store was mitigated 
by the sympathy which waa extended 
to them by hundreds of their acquaint- 
ances on the ground.

HISTORY OF BACON BLOCK. 
The Bacon block was one of Oak- 


land's 
famous 'buildings. For many 


years it was the rendezvous of the ok] 
Oakland Light Cavalry. The Oakland 
Guard also used the big drill hall, and 
later it became the People's 
Theater, 
and after that was used for several 
years as a barracks by the Salvation 
Army. Stores occupied the street floor. 
Tlie owners r/ the property are Mrs. 


Ella 
Soule, 
Miss Carrie Bacon and 


Frank Page Bacon, children of the late 
Henry D. Bacon, a pioneer capitalist 
of this city. 


After 
the old building had 
passed 


through many vicissitudes the Bncon 
l,anfl & Loan Company, the corporate 
title of the heirs' organization, decided 
two years ago to remodel the barnlike 
structure. Flans were prepared, which 
provided for a reconstruction of the 
upstairs portion into office apartments 
and the first floor into stores. 


FUTURE WOHK. 


Frank Page, who managed the build- 


Ing for the Bacon 'heirs, in speaking 
about the fire and future purposes of 
the Bacons, said: 


"The property is so valuable that it 


will 
have 
to be utilized for a new 


structure. It pays handsomely and is 
one of the finest income properties in 
Oakland. It is, however, too early to 
say anything about future plans. We' 
a.re 
now too greatly interested in try- 


Ing to save some of the family heir- 
looms that were stored in the block. 


"When we rebuilt about two years 


ago we spent 535,000 on the building. 
You might add $40,000 to this as the 
original 
cost, 
and that sum would 


reach the loss. Against that is $35,000 
insurance that we carried. 


"All 
of the occupants of the building, 


except 
the Washington street stores, 
leased 
or 
rented directly from us. 


Smith Brothers' 
lease 
was 
$800 
a 


month, and they sub-let to the three 
Washington -street storekeepers. 


"The building was a 'wooden Eitruc- 
ture except for the two side walls, east 
and south. 
These were of one brick 


thickness. Undoubtedly the south wall 
materially blocked the flre in that di- 
rection anrt saved the produce market." 


Already a number of the merchants 


who suffered from the fire are looking 
for other locations in which to resume 
business. 


GETTING READY TO ADJUST.
